Baptists And Our 


American Heritage . 


By Dr. J. B. Fowler Jr., Pastor, First Church, McComb 

The thrilling history of the United States is interlocked with 
Baptist history. Since the founding of Jamestown, in the spring 
of 1607, Baptists have had a tremendous part to play in the 
fashi of these United States. 

One distinguished author, Frank S. Mead, 
‘Bays that Roger Williams, the Baptist’ preacher 
who founded the first Baptist church in Amer-'? 
ica, at. Providence, Rhode Island, in 1638, ‘‘con- 
tributed to the making of the United States 
-hardly less than any dozen Presidents.’’ 

‘George Bancroft, an American historian of 
the last century, has written about the Baptists 
that “freedom of conscious, unlimited freedom 
at mind, was from. the first, a trophy of the 


Baptists,” 
Isaac Backus, a Baptist preacher, spoke before the Conti- 
nental Congress and the Constitutional Convention on behalf of 


religious freedom. Backus was assisted by another Baptist 
preacher named John Leland from Massachusetts 
Leland had gone to Virginia to help fight that colony’s reli- 
gious monopoly. There he became the friend of Thomas Jeffer- 
son and James Madison. He enlisted their support in his fight 
against religious oppression. He was determined to get the views 
of Isaac Backus on the separation of. church and state in the 
Constitution, so Leland became a candidate to represent Vir- 
ginia in the Convention being called to ratify the Constitution. 
Leland was opposed for that position by James Madison. ‘ 
Leland believed that he had the position won, but he knew 
that Madison’s persuasive powers were greater and that his pete:

ence at the Convention would be more helpful for the cause of 
religious freedom. Thus, the two of them met and John Leland 
agreed to withdraw if Madison would introduce an amendment 
to the Constitution assuring religious freedom. Leland did with- 
draw and Madison was elected. James Madison; is known as 
“The Father of the Constitution’’ but a humble Baptist preacher 
from Orange County, Virginia, made that title possible by with- 


drawing from the race. 


The original constitution, however, made no provisiok: for 
the separation of church and state; thus, religious freedom was 
not guaranteed the colonists. In 1788 a group of Baptists from 
Virginia met and decided to send a delegation to discuss the 
matter. with President George Washington. The ‘President re- 
ceived them warmly and graciously. He urged Congress to 
hear what the Baptists had to say and the result of their visit 
to the President was the first amendment to the Constitution. 


That deathless and immortal sentence reads: 


“Congress shall 


‘make no law respecting an establishment of religion or. prohibit- 
ing the free exercise thereof, as abridging the freedom of 
speech, or the press, or the right of the people peaceably to as- 
semble, and to petition the government for a ‘redress - of 


. grievances.”’ 


It was done—forever done! There would be no more spiritual 
opression. Freedom to worship God, as one chose, was now the 
birthright of every American. ‘And, the Baptists had led the 
fight to see_that it was done. When finally the separation of 


church and state was secured,
